District get go-ahead 
to protect East Cliff 


By Philip Evans 


THE stabilsation of the 
East Cliff area of Lyme 
Regis to protect 150 
homes and one of the main 
roads into the town has 
taken a “significant” step- 
step forward. 

It was announced last 
week that the Environment 
Agency had given techni¬ 
cal approval to West 


Dorset District Council 
plans for phase four of the 
coastal protection scheme. 

The district council can 
now appoint consultants to 
produce detailed designs 
and carry out environmen¬ 


tal mitigation work in ad¬ 
vance of construction. 

The design and advance 
works are estimated to 
cost the district council in 
the region of £2 million. 

Despite fears over gov¬ 
ernment funding cuts, fi¬ 
nancial approval for Defra 
grant towards the £21 mil¬ 
lion scheme is anticipated 
to follow once this work 
has been carried out and 
an acceptable tender for 
the main construction con¬ 
tract has been secured. 

Dorset County Council 


has committed up to £4.3 
million towards the cost of 
the scheme, which will 
protect vital transport and 
infrastructure links in the 
east of the town. 

Working hard 
Councillor Robert Gould, 
leader of West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council and Cabinet 
member for the Environ¬ 
ment for Dorset County 
Council, said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted that the district 
council has received tech¬ 
nical approval for this vital 
scheme in Lyme Regis. 
“We have been working 
extremely hard on making 
this scheme happen for a

University before living in Sydney for a year. 

During her time in Australia Jane met her hus¬ 
band Jay and they moved back to England before 
travelling South, Central and North America. 

Jane moved to Dorset after falling pregnant 
with her daughter Isla and last year had her sec¬ 
ond child, son Mac. 

Jane has worked for Lymelight's Theatre School 
for four years now and is currently the principle 
teacher in Honiton. She also runs Lymetikes in 
Bridport for younger children. 

On a voluntary basis, Jane has choreographed 
shows for Burton Bradstock Players, Charmouth 
Companions, Open House Productions and Mar¬ 
vellous Amateur Dramatics (MAD). 

Jane is currently choreographing "Our House" 
the Madness musical, which will be performed at 
Bridport's Electric Palace from March 31 st to April 
2nd. 


■ WHAT are your first memories of performing? 

Doing my first ballet show in a theatre in Hammersmith, 
London when I was about six; I was a leaf. My fellow 
leaves and I were all fluttering our arms at the front of the 
stage when I spotted my family in the audience. I was 
smiling at them with such pride that I failed to notice the 
other leaves continuing with the dance and stood there for 
the duration beaming. 

■ WHAT are your favourite shows you've worked 
on? 

I loved Bugsy Malone, which I choreographed with Open 
House. It’s been one of my favourite shows since I was 
a child, and I had a great cast to work with. I did Grease 
a couple of years ago with Lymelights which was fab, lots 
of lively dance routines. I especially liked the Hand Jive 
where I got to teach some cool lifts with Danny, Sandy 
and Cha Cha. 

And I’m loving Our House, I think the cast age for this 
show is my favourite group to work with and there are 
some really meaty dance routines for me to get stuck into. 
I’m also working on a circus performance at the moment 
with my little ones at Lymetikes which is loads of fun. 

■ WHAT are your favourite dances in Our House? 

Baggy Trousers is great. There are lots of different parts 
to it and a section in the middle where the whole cast get 




to go nuts - body-popping, break dancing, can-caning, 
leap-frogging, face-slapping, hair pulling - the lot! 

I also love the market scene. It’s set to ‘The Sun and the 
Rain’ but has an amusing take on the market scene from 
Oliver included. A couple of the dance routines involve 
some magical onstage costume changes which are going 
to look amazing. 


■ WHO does "Our House" appeal to? 

Everyone really, it’s a ‘coming of age’ story. In the show

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District dismiss offer of alternative council offices 


NEW offices for West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil were again the subject of controversy 
last week after the Liberal Democrat group 
on the council tried to re-open discussions 
on the proposals. 

The move came after a new offer, which 
they claimed could save the taxpayer £3 
million, came from the Duchy of Cornwall. 

The leader of the WDDC, Robert Gould, 
described the letter from the Duchy as 
coming from "out of the blue". 

In a return letter to Duchy officials he de¬ 


scribed the offer as a "clear attempt to de¬ 
rail the democratically taken decision"and 
also said that the decision to come forward 
with an offer at this late stage as being 
"disingenuous". 

District Councillor Ros Kayes (Bridport) 
said: "This is no way for an elected leader 
of a public body to be responding to offi¬ 
cials from the Duchy of Cornwall. It says a 
lot about Robert Gould's operational style. 
It is clearly intended to give offence. 

"At every stage this process has been 


mired in obfuscation and lack of trans¬ 
parency. The financial support of £1/4 mil¬ 
lion to Simons was introduced at an 
executive meeting as an urgent item so 
that no-one had a chance to see the fig¬ 
ures beforehand. Council has never fully 
debated the proposals because they were 
introduced as exempt business; a referen¬ 
dum by the residents of Dorchester has 
been completely ignored; the national 
press and the BBC have attempted to ex¬ 
pose the issue and now the chair of coun¬ 


cil has refused to allow open debate of this 
new offer. 

"This is a travesty of the democratic 
process - there are serious questions to be 
asked about this whole proposal. The only 
power to stop the proposals now rests with 
the electorate of West Dorset. The Conser¬ 
vatives and Independents voted unani¬ 
mously yesterday not to discuss these 
proposals. I urge the electorate to stop this 
white elephant of a scheme, which is a 
total waste of tax-payers money by ex¬ 


pressing their opinion through the ballot 
box." 

A reappraisal of the plans, initiated by Coun¬ 
cillor Ros Kayes, was blocked by the WDDC 
last week, despite admissions that they were 
not all aware of the details of the offer. 

♦ Councillor Gould, in a letter to the 
View, says it is time to draw a line under 
the controversy concerning the new of¬ 
fices and appeals to the people of 
Dorset to get behind the plan.

The RAF’s iconic aerobatic team have 
confirmed that they will fly in at 
lunchtime on the first Saturday of 
Lifeboat Week, which last year raised 
some £20,000 for the RNLI charity. 

Rob Michael, chairman of the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth RNLI Guild, which 
organises the week, said:”We are ab¬ 
solutely delighted to have the Red Ar¬ 
rows. They were unable to come last year, 
but thanks to the efforts of one of our 


guild committee members, 
David Gallier, they have 
agreed to give their mar¬ 
vellous display this year.” 

Lifeboat Week will in¬ 


clude many of the regular favourites such 
as the sand castle competition on July 
26th, the yard of ale contest on the 27th, 
the RAF Falcons parachute team on the 
28th, the duck race on the 29th and the 
bath tub race on the 30 th . 

The week starts on Friday, July 22nd 
with a rock concert at the Woodmead Hall 
and ends on Sunday the 31st with a dis¬ 
play of illuminated boats in the harbour 
area. 

Lifeboat Week this year will also include 
a special celebration event to mark the 
150th year of a lifeboat serrvice in Lyme 
Regis.

Tins into play equipment 


EMPTY paint tins are being put 
to good use by Magna Housing 
Association - they're being re¬ 
cycled into play equipment and 
benches. 

Magna gets through 
aroundl2,000 litres of paint 
each year, as its decorators re¬ 
vamp homes and communal 
areas across West Dorset and 
beyond. 

And rather than dump the 
empty tins at landfill sites, 
Magna, which owns and man¬ 
ages more than 6,000 homes, 
has signed up to the Dulux can 


recycling service. 

The paint tins are collected 
and then reprocessed. Plastic 
cans are used to make things 
like garden furniture, while 
metal tins can be recycled into 
tools. 

Head of building services Trea 
Murphy said:"Magna is commit¬ 
ted to sustainability and reduc¬ 
ing our carbon footprint. This is 
just one of the ways we can do 
our bit to help the environ¬ 
ment." 

The idea came from Magna's 
Dorchester-based stores team. 
They wanted to find a way to re¬ 


duce the company's impact on 
the environment and save 
money on disposing of the 
thousands of paint tins that 
build up every year. 

Magna is also involved at the 
other end of the recycling circle. 

Ken Bodycombe, Magna's 
community development man¬ 
ager, said: "We have installed a 
number of benches in the area 
which are made from recycled 
plastic. They're quite expensive 
- about £650 - but they last a 
long time because they're so 
strong. They also don't need any 
maintenance."

Industrial Lyme exhibition 
attracts hundreds of visitors 


LYME Regis Museum's winter exhibition "Industrial 
Lyme - an Unexpected History" was a reminder that 
the town was very much a part of the industrial revo¬ 
lution. 

From the production of woollen cloth and silk, to ce¬ 
ment and the iron stoves that won prizes at the Great 
Exhibition of 1851,the exhibition, which attracted visi¬ 
tors from all over the area, told the story of how the 
people of Lyme earned their living. 

The exhibition at The Malthouse at theTown Mill was 
researched and curated by museum volunteers Richard 
Bull, Graham Davies and Ken Gollop.

and homes in the east of the town 
from the more serious effects of 
coastal erosion and associated 
ground movement. 

If nothing is done, within 50 years 
around 144 properties would be de¬ 
stroyed and a further 342 properties 
would lose access, land or utilities. 

It is estimated that some 900 me¬ 
tres of the A3052 Charmouth 
Road/Church Street - the main road 
into the town - would also be lost. 

Plans include building 390 metres 
of new seawall - designed to have 
minimum impact on the foreshore 
geology - together with piling, 
drainage and other work to 
strengthen the coastal slopes. 

The scheme includes extensive 
landscaping to restore the natural 


habitat and reinstate the private gar¬ 
dens affected by the work. 

This is the final major phase of 
multi-million pound engineering 
work to protect Lyme Regis from 
coastal erosion and land instability 
by West Dorset District Council and 
its partners.

C OLLABORATION between 
The Woodroffe School and 
Lyme Regis Town Council to 
create an audio visual record of the 
works to regenerate the Marine Pa¬ 
rade Shelters on Lyme’s seafront 
took a big step forward recently. 

Year 12 students Abbie Cook and 
Helen Collins of the Creative and 
Media diploma course, ably assisted 
by media technician Brian Neesam, 
undertook some video reporting to 
capture the pumping and pouring of 
around 50m3 of ready mixed con¬ 
crete. 

This was an important milestone 
for the construction project - con¬ 
creting about one third of the whole 
roof area in one day. It involved the 
delivery, pumping and laying of very 
high-strength concrete onto the 
heavily reinforced roof area to the 
west of the Central Pavilion which 
had been prepared over the previous 
few weeks. 

With suitable protective wear of In¬ 
visibility vests and hard-hats, the stu¬ 
dents were able work in close 
proximity to the operations at Ma¬ 
rine Parade level to film the delivery 
of the concrete and its offloading 
into the hopper of the concrete 
pump. 

They were then able to move to the 
upper level and film the work in 
progress of the whole roof area, con¬ 
centrating on the concrete being dis¬ 
charged by the pump onto the 
reinforcing bars held between the in¬ 
tricate shutters, and then vibrated 
into place - all with the iconic Cobb 
and harbour in the background.

Further significant milestones of 
the construction works will be 
filmed in future and a considerable 
amount of editing will then be 
needed. 

Work is continuing apace on the 
seafront works with the roof slab of 
the Central Pavilion being concreted 


prior to Christmas allowing renova¬ 
tion works to the historic building to 
proceed both externally and inter¬ 
nally to create an information and in¬ 
terpretation centre for the town. It is 
hoped the resultant film by The 
Woodroffe School will be screened 
alongside others depicting the myr¬ 
iad of activities in the town and sur¬ 
rounding coast and countryside 
planned to be shown in the new fa¬ 
cility. 



THREE teams, each of three stu¬ 
dents (pictured above), entered 
the UK heat of the International 
Science Olympiad.

Planning permission for the 
scheme has been granted and the 
district council has signed legal 
agreements with developer Simons. 
We are committed to making this 
long awaited scheme actually hap¬ 
pen. 

I would like to appeal to local peo¬ 
ple to put all the past controversy be¬ 
hind them and support this scheme. 

How many towns can look for¬ 
ward to £60 million worth of private 
investment and hundreds of jobs at 
any time, let alone during one of the 
most economically challenging pe¬ 
riods in living memory? 

The scheme includes a larger Wait- 
rose, new shops, hotel, affordable 
housing, new green area, toilets, 
public library and more. 

Yes, it also includes £9.7 million 
offices but I can assure you that we

wouldn’t be building them if the 
case didn’t stack up financially. 

Remember, this is a council which 
prides itself on prudent financial 
management and that’s why we’re in 
one the best positions of any council 
in the country. 

West Dorset’s share of the council 


tax is still one of the lowest for a dis¬ 
trict in England, and we’ve frozen it 
this year too. 

And we’re doing that without cut¬ 
ting services - how many areas have 
councils who can say that at the mo¬ 
ment? 

A key part of our financial plan is 
the move to smaller, cheaper offices at 
Charles Street. 

Whatever people may feel about the 
district council I would encourage 
them to draw a line under all the past 
talk and embrace this scheme, because 
opportunities like this don’t come 
around very often.

I think I 
was slightly

you) unfair to Lyme 
Regis Town Council 
last week when I com¬ 
mented in this column 
that there was little ev¬ 
idence of our council¬ 
lors tightening their 
belts during the cur¬ 
rent financial climate. 

Unlike their col¬ 
leagues on the county 
and district councils, 
the town council has 
not been hit by the 
withdrawal of govern¬ 
ment funds because 
they don’t get any. 

Whilst Dorset County 
Council and West 
Dorset District Council 
have been agonising 


over how to balance 
their books with the 
loss of jobs and serv¬ 
ices looming large on 
the radar, the town 
council have not been 
forced into any dracon¬ 
ian action - yet! 

But to be fair to our 
local councillors, that 
does not mean they are 
not keeping a watchful 
eye on their spending 
habits. 

As chairman of the 
Strategy and Policy 
Committee, I know that 
Councillor Owen 
Lovell keeps a very 
close watch on the 
council budgets and a 
few decisions have 
been made in recent 
times which have been 
influenced by the un¬ 


■ WHILST I'm in such a complimentary mood, it 
would be churlish not to mention West Dorset 
District Council on two counts. 

Firstly, for their success in getting technical 
approval for phase four of the multi-million 
pound coastal protection scheme, a major step 
towards the securing of the eastern access to 
the town and protection for hundreds of prop¬ 
erties. 

And secondly for fixing a budget for the next 
financial year which sees no increase in the dis¬ 
trict council tax. No mean feat in this age of cut 
and slash politics.

certain times in which 
we live. The council de¬ 
cided not not to spend 
£6,000 on a report on the 
possible redevelopment 
of the Cobb Gate Square 
area as it could be seen 
as unnecessary expendi¬ 
ture at this time. 

Councillor Daryl 
Turner, who as a mem¬ 
ber of the district coun¬ 
cil will be more than 
aware of the financial 
challenges facing local 
authorities, has urged 
his colleagues on the 
town council to adopt a 
more parsimonious ap¬ 
proach to the public cof¬ 
fers. 

And county councillor 
Colonel Geoffery Brier- 
ley has kept the town 
council fully aware that 
some of the items on 
their wish list are going 
to go on the back burner 
for some time whilst the 
county authority at¬ 


tempt to save £55 million 
over the new few years. 

But I sometimes get 
the impression, listen¬ 
ing to councillors insist¬ 
ing that Lyme gets its 
fair share from the pub¬ 
lic purse, that they are 
not really living in the 
real world. 

Whilst everyone would 
like to see street lighting 
staying on all night, 
helping to make our 
streets safe during the 
dark hours, it seems to 
me that saving money 
on electricity is better 
than have to cut finan¬ 
cial support for the care 
of the elderly or support 
for pre-school education 
or cutting library serv¬ 
ices. “Get real” is the 
phrase that comes to 
mind. 

Lyme is going to have 
to swallow the bitter pill 
like all communities. 

The town is fortunate 


that we retained so 
many of our assets when 
local government was 
reorganised in in 1974. 

Our seafront undertak¬ 
ings have enabled the 
town over the years to 
keep its local council tax 
charge to a minimum 
and armchair critics 
like myself who are 


quick to criticise should 
appreciate that the town 
council finances are 
well controlled and that 
we certainly get value 
for money. 

Lyme has the opportu¬ 
nity of strengthening its 
financial future by re¬ 
gaining more of the car 
parking land at Mon¬ 
mouth Beach next year 
when the district coun¬ 
cil lease runs out. 

This could result in a 
large chunk of money 
going into the town 
council coffers, an op¬ 
portunity surely not to 
be missed?

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Trust chairman says theatre 
is on a much firmer footing 



■ UNSIGHTLY electrical equipment at 
one of Lyme's key tourist areas is being 
put underground by Western Power. 

Workmen arrived at Quality Corner 
on Friday to dig a huge whole outside 
the sweet shop with access from Bell 
Cliff steps being closed. 

A spokesman for Western Power said 
notification to local businesses and the 
town council was given several weeks 
ago. 


It was decided to carry out the work 
before the start of the summer season. 

Workmen returned to the site on 
Sunday morning and are expected to 
complete the work putting equipment 
that was contained in a street pillar 
into a box underground. 

Western Power have confirmed that 
they will replace the special paving 
stones laid as part of the street en¬ 
hancement scheme several years ago.

FOLLOWING a near 
meltdown last year, Lyme 
Regis Community Arts 
Trust has been working 
hard to put the Marine 
Theatre back on a firmer 
footing, councillors have 
been told. 

In addition to their 
£32,000 annual grant, 
Lyme Regis Town Council 
had to sanction further 
support of £30,000 to pre¬ 
vent the theatre going into 
administration. 

A part of that deal was 
that regular reports were 
made on the progress to 
secure a future for the the¬ 
atre. 

The trust was relying on 
increased funding from 
West Dorset District 
Council in line with the 
support they give to other 
arts facilities in West 
Dorset. 

But the district council 
agreed only to raise its an¬ 
nual conribution from 
£5,000 to £7,500, although 
they agreed to keep the 
matter under review. 


In the end the trust was 
left with no option but to 
go to the town council for 
further financial support to 
keep the theatre going. 

Trust chairman John 
Bartholomew attended the 
last meeting of the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee 
to present an interim 
progress report. 

Consultant 

He confirmed that they 
were reporting monthly to 
town clerk Mike Lewis, 
with the trust having met 
six times in the previous 
six weeks, exercising 
“great care in our oversight 
of all matters”. 

The trust was also engag¬ 
ing a professional consult¬ 
ant, paid for by West 
Dorset District Council, to 
help develop a new busi¬ 
ness plan. 

Mr Bartholomew told 
councillors that during this 
interim period pending the 
new business plan they 
had reorganised their 


staffing to ensure that the 
day-to-day function of run¬ 
ning the theatre was main¬ 
tained as well as gathering 
research and information 
for the future. 

This has resulted in cre¬ 
ative director Phil White- 
head working as a 
consultant rather than a 
paid employee. 

The trust was endeavour¬ 
ing to draw on a wider ex¬ 
perience base and had 
advertised for new trustees 
which had attracted three 
people. They were also 
considering setting up an 
advisory council, similar 
to the museum. 

Mr Bartholomew recog¬ 
nised that they had not 
been especially good at 
raising significant sums to 
support the theatre. He was 
planning to stand down 
from the board when the 
new business plan was in 
place and concentrate on 
the investigation of larger 
scale funding. 


Registration office 
to close in Lyme 

LYME Regis is losing its Dorset Registration Service 
outstation due to Dorset County Council cuts. 

The outstation which enabled local people to reg¬ 
ister births and deaths by appointment was located 
in the Community Office in St Michael's Business 
Centre. 

But a report which will go before tonight's 
(Wednesday) meeting of Lyme RegisTown Council's 
Operational Mangement Sub-Committee will state 
that the number of appointments at Lyme Regis last 
year were the lowest in Dorset. 

Appointments in future will have to be made at 
the Bridport office.

A CHARITY golf event will be held next month to 
raise funds towards Candles On The Cobb 2012 
which will take place on Saturday, August 26th 
2012 . 

Organisers, town crier Phil Street and assistant har¬ 
bourmaster Mike Higgs are already hard at work or¬ 
gansing events to help pay for the spectacular. 

Past Candles On The Cobb have raised thousands 
of pounds for good causes and local charities and 
next year the profits will be divided between local 
youth causes and Help For Heroes. 

The Candles On The Cobb full handicap golf tour¬ 
nament will be held at Lyme Regis Golf Club on 
Wednesday, April 27th. 

Tee-off will be at 11 am with a full English break¬ 
fast served at the golf club from 9 am. 

The entry fee will be £25 for non-members and 
£10 for members which includes the green fee, cost 
of breakfast and a £5 donation to charity. 

An evening presentation and barbecue with music 
will be held after the tournament at the Nag's Head 
pub.

L OCAL societies generally feed the Marine 
Theatre on a rather light diet, but this play by 
Dorset playwright Nell Leyshon was certainly 
a departure from that particular norm. 

The Beauty Manifesto, the Lyme Youth Theatre 
Company’s contribution to the National Theatre’s 
“Connections”, is set in a future world where phys¬ 
ical beauty has to be the norm, and to achieve this, 
children are “encouraged” to undergo surgical pro¬ 
cedures on the occasion of their 16th birthday. 

The action takes place in the operating theatre’s 
ante room and the plot deals with such issues as 
peer pressure, conformity, rebellion and the need for 
individuality, or not. 

The cast was, broadly speaking, divided into two 
groups, and there was considerable acting talent in 
both. There were the “Ambassadors” representing 
the establishment, whose aim it was to herd all who 
come into the procedure room from whence they 
will emerge as pre-defined “beautiful people”. Then 
there were the “Birthday People” (aka victims): 
those who were expected to submit to what was ex¬ 
pected of them, and their emotions when facing this 
life changing experience were many and various. 

The script certainly gave more scope for the char¬ 
acters in the second group to show their acting abil¬ 
ity. Prominent among these was Silas the rebel, well 
played by Fergus MacPhee. He came across most 
forcefully as being against the whole procedure and, 
in the end convinced most that it was unacceptable. 

In complete contrast was Alexis (Mimi Figgins) 
who held to the notion that to become an ambassa¬ 
dor was her ideal. 

Alex Pollard played Sam the wimp. He too came 
across well as the loner who, while voting against 
the idea, really had not the bottle to lead any rebel¬ 
lion. The quartet was completed by Ella (Jess 
Rogers), rather diffident and open to persuasion.

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How to keep those pests off your beautiful, blossoming garden 


H ave you had it 
with those garden 
pests? Here are 
some tips for keeping ro¬ 
dents and insects out of 
your vegetable garden 
and your flower beds. 

1. First, there's the crit¬ 
ters. Scattering moth 
balls around your garden 


and flower beds will keep 
cats and rodents out. 
Cats won't use your gar¬ 
den and beds as a litter 
box if you scatter an or¬ 
ange peel and coffee 
ground mixture. Also, if 
your have young 
saplings wrap a few strips 
of fiberglass insulation 


around them to keeps ro¬ 
dents off. 

2. Making a simple 
scarecrow will keep un¬ 
wanted birds and other 
pests away. Take some 
grocery sacks, fill with air, 
and tie shut with a rub¬ 
ber band. Place some 
stakes around your gar¬ 


den and tie the bags to 
them. The rustling 
sounds will scare them 
away. 

3. If your have straw¬ 
berries plants that get 
robbed by birds, get 
some driveway stones. 
Paint the stones red, and 
scatter them around your 
plants. The birds will get 
fed up with the hard 
"strawberries" and leave 
them alone by the time 
they are rip. 

4. Deer can be trou¬ 
blesome also.Try scatter¬ 
ing hair around your 
garden. Human hair will 
work, but other animal 
hair may work better. 
And if your a real desper¬ 
ate to keep deer out, go 
to your local zoo and get 
some exotic animal 
dong.They will be glad to 
give you some! I also can 
across the tip of putting 
Christmas lights around 
your garden. But it may 
become the talk of town, 
lighting your garden. 


Maybe using porch party 
lights wouldn't look so 
odd. 

5. And now for those 
insects. A mixture of 4 
Tbsp dish soap in 1 gal¬ 
lon of water sprayed in 
your garden will keep 
aphids, spider mites, and 
other pests away. You 
could also spray leftover 
coffee where spider 
mites hang out. If you 
have a plant infected 
with spider mites, mix up 
1/2 cup buttermilk, 4 
cups wheat flour, and 5 
gallons of water. Spray or 
pour onto plants. Mix 
some cayenne peppers 
with water in a blender. 
Spray the mixture in your 
garden to keep ants, spi¬ 
ders, caterpillars, and 
cabbage worms out. 

6. If you have insects 
bothering your perenni¬ 
als, mix up some black 
pepper and pre-sifted 
flour. Sprinkle it on and 
around your plants. Plac¬ 
ing matches headfirst 





into the soil around your 
fern plants will keep 
worms off. Use 4 to 6, de¬ 
pending on the size of 
the fern. 

7. Recycle old sandpa¬ 
per disks in your garden 
to keep slugs off your 
plants. Cut them open to 
make a collar that can be 


slipped around your 
plant. Slugs won't cross 
over them. Also, to kill 
slugs and snails instantly 
sprinkle salt on them.The 
best time to find them 
out is at night. 

8. And lastly, you do not 
want standing water 
around your home. This 


is where mosquitoes lay 
their eggs. Keep buckets, 
wagons and such upside 
down, or covered. If you 
can't get rid of the stand¬ 
ing water, pour some 
dish soap in it. This will 
kill the eggs and larva.

ON Saturday, April 2nd 2011 at 7.30pm at Holy Trinity 
Church, Weymouth Choral Society will present a con¬ 
cert celebrating several of the best loved works of the 
great composer, Mozart - the VesperaeSolonnes de Con- 
fessore, the Clarinet Concert in A major, and the Requiem 
Mass in D minor. 

The Vesperae Solonnes de Confessore was written in 
1780, during a period in Mozart's life when music for the 
church formed a major part of his output. The Vespers 
contain the Laudate Dominum for soprano soloist, per¬ 
haps one of Mozart's most memorably beautiful 
melodies. You will also recognise several themes in the 
exquisite Clarinet Concerto in A major. The soloist in 
this piece is a young and gifted musician, Joy Boole, 
who is currently studying Clarinet at the Guildhall 
School of Music and Drama.

Wood, a film commissioned by the The Devon Guild of Craftsmen to be a part of an 
exhibition about the highly honoured English furniture designer and maker John 
Makepeace. 

The exhibition,'Enriching the Language of Furniture'is the maker's first solo show, 
covering work from 50 years at the forefront of British design. The show will tour to 
leading venues in England and Scotland and the screening in Bridport is pro¬ 
grammed to coincide with the exhibition at Somerset House in London. 

Inspired early on by Danish designers, the young Makepeace built his own work¬ 
shop and soon earned national acclaim, winning design competition entries. He 
gained international renown in the 1970s for an educational programme pioneered 
at Parnham College which integrated teaching of fine craftsmanship in wood with 
design and entrepreneurship. 

Through the 1980s and'90s, while directing Parnham College and running his own 
studio, Makepeace began to address some of forestry's most pressing economic con¬ 
cerns. Having been able to buy a 350-acre forest, named Hooke Park, Makepeace 
brought together foresters, chemists, material scientists, structural engineers and de¬ 
signers to research and develop sustainable new 
technologies and building methods and the award¬ 
winning buildings at the Hooke Park campus are 
proof of his successful collaborations. 

A discussion between Andrew Poore, an award 
winning forestry consultant, and John Makepeace 
about the problems of forestry development, tim¬ 
ber production and its long term sustainability, bio¬ 
diversity, sustainability, the use of natural resources

IN 1923, Dublin-born William Butler Yeats be¬ 
came the first Irish recipient of the Nobel Prize 
for Literature "for his inspired poetry, which in 
a highly artistic form gives expression to the 
spirit of a whole nation". Yeats published hun¬ 
dreds of poems, dozens of which are well- 
known favourites, such as, "The Second 
Coming", "Lake of Innisfree", "When you are 
Old"etc. - so it is not easy to choose which to 
include here. Please forgive me if I haven't in¬ 
cluded your favourite. 

THE SONG OF WANDERING AENGUS 

I went out to the hazel wood, 

Because a fire was in my head, 

And cut and peeled a hazel wand, 

And hooked a berry to a thread; 

And when white moths were on the wing, 
And moth-like stars were flickering out, 

I dropped the berry in a stream 
And caught a little silver trout. 

When I had laid it on the floor 
I went to blow the fire aflame, 

But something rustled on the floor, 

And some one called me by my name: 

It had become a glimmering girl 
With apple blossom in her hair 
Who called me by my name and ran 
And faded through the brightening air. 

Though I am old with wandering 
Through hollow lands and hilly lands. 

I will find out where she has gone, 

And kiss her lips and take her hands; 


And walk among long dappled grass, 

And pluck till time and times are done 
The silver apples of the moon, 

The golden apples of the sun. 

If you ever go across the sea to Ireland you 
may have the opportunity to visit the Code 
Park Nature Reserve in County Galway.

Abbey Theatre. It was also, of course, the inspi¬ 
ration for this poem.

Under the October twilight the water 
Mirrors a still sky; 

Upon the brimming water among the stones 
Are nine-and-fifty Swans. 

The nineteenth autumn has come upon me

I saw, before I had well finished, 

All suddenly mount 

And scatter wheeling in great broken rings 
Upon their clamorous wings. 

I have looked upon those brilliant creatures, 
And now my heart is sore. 

All's changed since I, hearing at twilight, 

The first time on this shore, 

The bell-beat of their wings above my head, 
Trod with a lighter tread. 


Unwearied still, lover by lover, 

They paddle in the cold 
Companionable streams or climb the air; 
Their hearts have not grown old; 
Passion or conquest, wander where they will, 
Attend upon them still. 

But now they drift on the still water, 
Mysterious, beautiful;

By what lake's edge or pool

Yeats died in France early in 1939 and was 
buried there. After the war his body was 
moved to Drumcliffe, County Sligo, which was 
his childhood home.

Phase 1: West Bay harbour to Slape Mill (R Brit); the River Asker from its confluence with the 
River Brit to Loders Mill; the Mangerton Brook from its confluence with the River Asker to 
Mangerton Mill. The works are intended to be carried out 2011 to 2013. 

Phase 2: modifications to other structures to improve fish passage and habitat enhancements 
to improve water quality but not specifically identified in Phase 1. Subject to available funding 
it is intended to commence this phase in 2013. 

The Phase 1 improvement works will involve the following: installation of fish passes on the 
River Brit at West Bay harbour sluice gates, Brewery weir and Gundry weir. The Agency will 
also carry out surveys to assess the habitat of the specified rivers and carry out various site 
specific projects identified in those surveys aimed at reducing silt, field run off, pollution 
and increasing spawning sites for migrating fish species. These works will be carried out in 
partnership with the Westcountry Rivers Trust and other interested local organisations. 

The Environment Agency considers that the improvement works are not likely to have 
significant detrimental effects on the environment and does not intend to prepare an 
environmental statement in respect of them.

Buckler said:” He ran a great race. The 
ground was more to his liking; he hated 
the heavy ground at Fontwell last time 
out. He’s a big baby really, and was 
looking around two out, but came good. 
Andrew gave him a very good ride. 


“He still needs to mature and get his 
head down and race, but it was very 
pleasing. We will look after him now 
and he will now stay on and go summer 
racing on the faster ground which he 
likes.” 

Last week began with an encouraging 
run from Small Fly, also at the new 
Welsh course, although he unfortunately 
fell three out. In only his second race, 
the first over hurdles, he was starting to 
make a bid for victory and disputing 
third when he got a small bump on the 
approach and slipped and slithered to 
the ground on landing. 

“It was a good run,” said Buckler. “He 
is very small and the slightest bump can 
unbalance him. He was staying on and I 
think might have got second place, had 
he stood up. He’s a bit sore from the fall 
but okay.”

BRIDPORT PUSH LEADERS ALL THE WAY 


FRESH from my triumph at Twickenham on Saturday last I de¬ 
cided to take in Weymouth's league encounter against visitors 
Bournemouth thirds on a day that had just a hint of spring 
about it.
